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N the new Teachers’ Room, the Library willthave available 
for ready consultation the latest numbers of the most im- 
portant pedagogic magazines as well as pamphlet material and 
clippings on such subjects as mental tests, platoon school 
systems, project method, socialized recitation, etc., and courses 
of study used in other cities. A bulletin board calling atten- 
tion to recent books on various subjects interesting to teachers 
will be installed.
